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REMARKS 

1 . Applicant thanks the Examiner for the Examiner's comments during a telephone 
conversation on 12 February 2003 which have greatly assisted Applicant. 

Applicant has canceled Claims 19, 58, and 97 and amended Claims 18, 20. 22, 28, 
33, 37-38, 57, 59, 61, 67, 72, 76-77. 96. 98. 100. 106. 111, and 115-116. It should be 
noted that Applicant has elected to amend said Claims solely for the purpose of 
expediting the patent application process in a manner consistent with the PTO's Patent 
Business Goals. 65 Fed. Reg. 54603 (9/8/00). In making this amendment, Applicant 
has not and does not in any way narrow the scope of protection to which Applicant 
considers the invention herein to be entitled and does not concede, in any way, that 
the subject matter of such Claims was in fact taught or disclosed by the cited prior art. 
Rather. Applicant reserves Applicant's right to pursue such protection at a later point in 
time and merely seeks to pursue protection for the subject matter presented in this 
submission. 

Claims 1,18, 40, 57, 79, and 96 are in allowable condition. Claims 2-17 and 20-39 
and 41-56. and 59-78, and 80-95, and 98-117 are dependent upon Claims 1. 18, 40, 
57, 79. and 96, respectively. 
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CONCLUSION 

Based on the foregoing, Applicant considers the present invention to be distinguished 
from the art of record. Accordingly, Applicant earnestly solicits that the Examiner 
forward a Notice of Allowance to the Applicant, and the present application is therefore 
allowed to issue as a United States patent.
